the known will of the Legislature. 

5th. That there are three parties inter- 
ested in this matter —the proprietors of the 
Opera building, as lessors; the city of At- 
lanta, as lessee; and the State, as occupant 
under said Jessee. What the Jessors were 
to furnish depends upon the contract of 
leasing. What.the lessee was to turnish 
depends upon the contract between the 
State and the city of Atlanta. We submit 
that for our present purpose it’does not 
now become necessary to Gonstrue either 
of said contracts. Suffice it to. say that 
neither the State nor the city contempla- 
ted the heating and lighting of the tempo- 
fary capitol, in the extravagant mode 
adopted, and the Governor was fully ap- 
prised of this fact. it 1s equally evident 
to us that neither the State nor the city 
contemplated the purchase of an entire 
new outfit of costly furniture for the 
temporary capitol. This the Governor 
must also have known; and it is a fact, too 
plain to be disputed that an outlay of $50,- 
000, in fitting - a building which is to be 
used for State House purposes for ten years 
only, under all the circumstances, was 
simply reckless extravagance, 

6th. The course pursued by His Excel- 
lency is, in cur Opinion, not only without 
authority, but is also without precedent, so 
far as we are advised. 

The direction of ex-Governor Brown to 
his Commissary General, to apply $100.- 
000 to the purchase of salt—said amount to 
be replaced by the proceeds of the sale of the 
salt—during «a time of war, when the peo- 
ple were suffering for that commodity, is 
certainly no precedent. The same is true 
of an advance of $25,000 to the city of Sa- 
vannah by ex-Governor Johnsen, when 
that oy was invaded by pestilence, and 
its people were suffering for food and med- 
ical aid. 

The tact that.ex-Governor Johnson ex- 
pended less than $3000 in excess of an 
appropriation which had been made for a 
specific purposes and communicated the 
fact to the Legislature upon its assembling. 
accompanied hy the proper vouchers, and 
asking an appropriation to cover the ex- 
cess so expended, cannot be insisted upon 
as a precedent. No emergency existed 
which demanded of Governor Bullock this 
extraordinary departure from law and the 
usual custom of the Executive of State. 

7th. We are wholly unable to state what 
articles purchased were necessary, and 
what was the cost of such necessary 
articles. We cannot now state what either 
the State or city ought to rent or hire from 
the proprietors of the Opera building; and 
what the State or city ought to purchase 
from said proprietors; what either State 
or city ought, in good faith, to pay for; 
and. in the present state of the cuse. it is 
utterly impossible to arrive at any reliable 
conclusion in regard to these matters. - 
Under this state of facts, we remark 

rst. 


That Treasurer Angier did nothing more 
than his duty, when the aforesaid irregu- 
larities were brought to hia knowledge, in 
investigating fully the manner in which 
the money had been drawn, and in ascer- 
taining, if possible. what disposition had 
been made of it—and in ascertaining pre- 
cisely, to what extent the unauthorized 
proceeding had gone, witha view to his 
own protection as a bonded officer, and the 
protection of his sureties, and the preserv- 
ution of the tunds of the State...
